Two Hydah Indians Have Been Arrest- i 
ed aa Outkc of Killing Jap at . 
Mettakabtla. 


Furth.vr partie-ularn of tbe murder of g 
Jap ntme«I Nfcts, who, as told in the 
Times of the 15th instv was murdered 
iL lTrilgkihtli Q B flfAte nl i t b n 7lhi MtI 
b« rn re< • iv«-»l tlirvigh tlie arrival of 
the .tLi-Aniq- Teta from northern British 
Colnmbiu porta on Muuday. Two ln- 
iliana wrere under arrest at Port Hlmp- ) 
•un on the charge of committing the 
crime when the Tees sailed for Victoria. 
John Flewin, government agent there, 
was Investigating the raae and it was 
at bin instigation that th«> two natives, 
who belong to the Hydah tribe, bad 
been, taken into custody. 

Tbe story of the tragedy as far. as 
can be learned from those who came 
south on the Tees fat as follows: 

Next, the Jap, was living in the home 
of an Indian known as Henry IVevnat. 
He was an inoffensive man and lived 
amicably among the natiWi; 

On the day of the murder. Kamakura 
started out with his gun to hunt dorks 
among the neighboring island*. He put 
on joting I'reYost's coat and hat, and 
took a Imat belonging to him. 

His body was found next dav lying 
on the beach, having been covered once 
or twice by the tide. He lay face down- 
ware, with one hand full or cartridges 
and the other grasping bi« gun. There 
were a few empty shells lying about. He J 
was found to have been shot under the j 
left fchoulder-blade, the bullet coining ! 
out of the right breast; another ball had J 
penetrated the left side of tbe jaw-bone, 
coming out '?t the right cheek. 

This was the case as Mr. Flewin 
found 1L 

Upon Investigation it was discovered that 
two canoe* kail been out that day fnav the 
village. The occupant* of one. two In¬ 
dians of tbe XHisheau tribe, were able to 
give a satisfactory account of their d«4og* 
during the day. The other canoe contained 
two brave* of the Hydah trite-. The story 
told by thewe men Wd to suspicion. They 
differed with esrb other la particular*, but 
.1 tliut ilo \ sere back In 
the village when the shots were fired. Evi¬ 
dence was forthcoming to prove that their 
canoe had not ret u rned tratti half an hour 
tftVr the shot* were fired. X*» *«” “» 
were accordingly arrested, and are aow In 
gaol a* alt lug the arrival of a Muigistrate 
to undergo preliminary examination. 

Ilev. Mr. Osterhout. who was a passenger 
oa the Tees, says they unj have to wait 
seme time, as the village oaly possesses one 
Justice of the peace, who. bv giving evi¬ 
dence at the post mortem. Is debarred from 
act lag. 

As previously reported, the killing of the 
Jap In supposed to have been unintentional. 
Tbe attarh waa Intruded for young Prevent, 
and Nercn waa mistaken for him la Ms ewut 

and bat. 

Last year Prevnst supplied a young Hydxb' 
tribesman with liquor. *hleh caused him to 
commit suicide. The maxim of the tribe la 
"a life for a life." »nd It is supposed that 
the two persons sought Pre vest's life as aa 
art of revenge.
